Highlights Of The Mining Convention 
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| told those attending a haulage 
session oft he 1958 American 
Mining Congress Coal Conven- 
I tion being held here 

Speaking on conveyor belt 
and mine car haulage, Shumate 
said the problem of comparing 
all-hell haulage with a combina- 
tion of beltsa nd mine cars 
is difficult because operating 
conditions of a particular mine 
usually dictate the successful 
application of haulage systems 
Pointing cnrtt hat mine opera- 
tors hesitate to replace all rails, 
mine cars and locomotives in 
Ian individual operation, espe- 
cially at a mtne which has been 
operating for 10 to 20 years. 
Shumate said that possibly the 
best approach to this type of 
problem is a combination of 
belt conveyor and mine cars. 

Shumate said his company's 
experience in West Virginia has i 
shown that combination bolt 
and mine haulage facilitates 
the extension of haulage dur- , 
ing rapid development and 
extraction behind high capacity 
mining equipment. Using a 
West Virginia mine as rn exam- 
ple. Shumate said the use of 
I conveyor belts resulted in a 
large reduction of mine haul- 
age costs. He said In *952 the 
haulage costs were 31 cents 
per ton for labor and supplies, 
and since the installation of 
conveyor belts there had been 
a steady decrease to 20 cents 
per ton early this year This is 
a savings of one third in haul- 
age in spite of five wage in- 
creases amounting to 85 90 per 
eight-hour day as well as an 
additional $80 for vacation pay 
and an additional 10 cents per 
ton for the mine workers we- 
lfare fund according to Shu- 
mate

“Aa mechanized mining was

sistant foremen and firebosses. 
He said in many cases excep- 
tional students had additional 
training at company exDense at 
recognized mining schools in 
Pennsylvania and West Virginia. 

Under the company program, 
every official at the mine, In- 
chiding mine foremen and sup- 
erintendents, is required to 
take the training which is al- 
tered to meet the individual's 
needs Thepr ogram covers a 
minimum of two to four weeks 
and. according to Kaites, "bet- 
ter cost control and cost reduc- 
tion can be attained through | 
industrial engineering and 
maintenance standards And

Reduced Haulage 

A West Virginia coal mining 
j company has reduced its haul- 
| age costs as much as 80 percent 
by using large trucking units 
which carry average loads of 
70 tons per trip, its president 
reported today at a session of 
the 1958 Coal Convention of 
the American Mining Congress 
here. 

From railroad tipple to mine 
storage bins, the company has 
one haul of 7V4 miles, then a 
continuation of the same haul 
road to a distance of lO'y miles. 
A difference in elevation of 
700 feet must be overcome to 
reach thq mins Copland said 
this is accomplished by climb- 
ing upgrade at from f» to 8 
percent a distance of 214 miles 
after which the road is almost 
level to the mines.

I tually in name only. The P.C.D.A., a worthwhile 
van u~e, tried for new life a year ago, held 
a couple of meetings and now has apparently 
joined the ranks of the Chamber of Commerce 
The HB.B.A. is now holding a membership 
drive; the future of this organization may well 
be decided in the next few weeks. 

All thia serves to remind us of the para- 
ble of the father, his three sons and the sticks
